-doubsing but to have done my bufinets, by ta- 
king from me the Name of the firft Difcover- 
er ofthe Non-Circulation, and fharing it bes 
tween them. And woe be to Chrift, they 
think, becaufe he hath againft him the Socinian 
Champion, and that none of his Party take up

ing will. come to if fuch things be fuffered! But 
methinks Men, or Creatures that have the Pa- 
ces of Men, fhould have fome Humanity, fome- 
thing of a Humane Soul, fome Truth, Senfe, 
and Modefty, and noc fet up for Authors, 
for being a meer. Copielt, the cafe of our 
Dodor; for faying a great deal leis than if ke 
had faid nothing, the cafe of Mr. Toland, as thall 
be thewed inits place; and for making many 
Words that amount ro jult nothing, the cafe of 
Mr. Gardiner. But itfeems thele kuow no fhames ’ 
Lepb, 3. §. Qui ex ignominia complati [unt, as one 
faid of the Dodtors. of his time, drink up Scorn,

a Term. which he hath from me, he lgaves om

. the ftrength of the Force, inftead of its Impetus. And 
of his Mifquotations, you have an initance at 
the bottom of pag.18, where repeating after me.

he takes his Citations, as well as the reft from 
me, trufting to my Honefty, as well as to my 
_ Knowledge, without going to the Text) he faith, 
_ faith Hippocrates; whereas it is Bartbohne who
